Gov. Willey this evening received a telegram 

from Manager Dickinson of the Northern 

Pacific railroad to the effect that armed men 

had entered the train and were interfering 

with and requesting help to pre- 

vent further trouble.

As the militia of the State is in no position 
to do effective work he sent 
a telegram to President Harrison stat- 
ing the gravity -of the situation and 
requested that government officers at Fort 
Douglas be notified and sent to the scene of 
the difficulty. He also ordered Inspector-Gen- 
eral Curtis of the State militia to hold himself 
in readiness to go at a moment’s notice to the 
scene of action. United States Marshal Pink- 
ham will start tomorrow morning. News 
from Mullan is to the effect that the miners 
will not allow the non-union men to go to 
work in the mines, and if they attempt it 
bloodshed will follow. The situation’ is a 
grave one and trouble is expected hourly.

That fact fur- 
nishes a clew, as none but a man conversant 
with railroading would know that shut 
dampers would’stop the popping. 

When the train had stopped and the engi- 
neer had fixed his dampers, the fireman want- 
ed to turn down his headlight, but the engi- 
neer told him that h® had better stay where 
he was, and the two robbers, who had the fire- 
man and engineer covered all the time, ur- 
dered them to go back to the second-class 
coach. They promptly complied, and the 
robbers followed behind, meeting a third out- 
side the express-car. 


Encounter in the Express-Car. 


In the meantime, while all this had been 
taking place on the engine, a desperate and 
bloody affair was being enacted in the ex- 
press-car. When the two robbers got on the 
engine two more jumped on thetrain. One 
of them met Express Messenger Saunders at 
the front door of the car and covered him 
with a pistol, ordering him to throw up his 
hands. Saunders made a dash for his pistol 
in bis iron chest near by, and no sooner had 
he done so than a bullet crashed through his 
eye and into his brain and another through 
his breast. He ran quickly'to the other end 
of the car and reeled and fell out on the plat- 
form with his head hanging over the steps, 
where he expired. 

J. M. Cox was in the same car with Saun- 
ders, and immediately made for the robber. 
Mr. Cox is an immense and powerfully built 
man. He grabbed the robber, who fired twice 
in quick succession, One shot went through 
the bridge of Mr. Cox’s nose, and cut a wound 
on his cheek, which was also badly burned 
and blackened by powder. He was un- 
daunted, however, and with an extra effort 
threw the fellow out of the car and off the 
platform, and then slammed the door. 

J. S. Gilbert, baggagemaster, heard the 
shots and unmediately went forward to see 
what wasup. At the front door of the car he 
met the fourth robber, a mediun-sized man 
with dark hair and mustache, who had a nar. 
row-brimmed, soft felt hat pulled down over 
us eyes. The robber grabbed Gilbert by the 
coat-lapel with one hand and thrust a big pis- 
tol in -his face with the other, say. 
ing: “There’s one man dead lying 
there and another ‘in the car, and 
if you know what’s healthy for you you’ll get 
in that express-car ina hurry.”’ Gilbert did 
as ordered. Conductor Burroughs, who had 
just finished taking up his tickets, heard the 
‘shots ana remarked to Louis Sloan, his train- 
hand, that *‘ some more of those fools have 
been shouting off torpedoes,”’ ordering him at 
the same time to go ahead and see who it was 
On the way Sloan met one of the men, who 
grabbed him by the hand and ordered him up 
into the express-car. The conductor knew 
nothing about the affair until it was all over.

The robbers, strange to say, after having 
killed Saunders, fled without having secured a 
dollar, although there was about $13,000 in the 
express safe.

TRIED TO WRECK AN EXPRESS TRAIN. 


Ties Placed Across the Rock Island Track 
Near Des Moines. 

Dzs Moss, Ia., May 21.—[Special.]—A 
sensation was caused here tonight by an at- 
tempt to hold up and rob the vestibuled traim 
over the Chicago, Rock Islanti and Pacific. 
The train is generally crowded with passen- 
gers, and is due at 11:58. When two mules 
west of the city where the tracks run through 
a lonely and desolate place the train ran into 
& pile of railroad ties placed on the track. 
The train had been running at the rate of fifty 
miles an hour to make up lost time. 
Fortunately a track-walker had hap- 
pened along just before the train 
wag due. He signaled the train and succeeded 
in having it slack up before the ties were 
struck. Asit was the passengers received a 
severe shaking up and for a time a panic 
raged in the crowded train, the passengers at 
first supposing that it was due to a washout on 
account of the floods. The night walker says 
he was proceeding up the track at about 11:30, 
when he came to the obstructions which had 
been placed on the tracks. He com- 
mencea to remove them, when he was 
attacked and several shots were fired 
athim. One of the shots fired struck his lan- 
tern, broke it, and left him in the dark. He 
then made his escape and went to the brick 
and tile works, about half a mile away, to get 
a new lantern and assistance, if possible.

Roads Are Safe Investments—Alarming 
Reports of Disaster from Chicago but 
Private Advices Indicate Crops Are Not 
Much Hurt—Gould’s Union Pacific Plans 
May Be Frustrated~Villard Responsible 
for Passing Northern Pacific’s Dividend. 
Naw Yorx, May 21.—[Special. ]—Wall street 
has devoted all of 1ta attention and most of its 
energy this week to the fluods which have been 
devastating the Western territory. The whole 
stock market has been under attack, and most 
of the active stocks, more especially the 
grangers, have been knocked down. Press 
dwpatches have reflected depressing pictures 
enough of the condition along the swollen 
river banks, but newspaper reports have been 
slight and significant beside the direful tales 
told in special dispatches to Wall street. 
Telegraph wires between Chicago and New 
York have been: kept hot with bul- 
letins of fresh disasters at hand or 
threatened. One brokerage firm (having a 
Chicago membership) is credited with receiv- 
ing yesterday no less than 368 dispatches de- 
tailing abounding distresses throughout the 


whole territory beyond Chicago. Other bouses 


have almost kept pace with this extraordinary 
record. Of course, the recipients of all this 
information are on the bear side of the stock 
market, which gives Wall street cynics an op- 
portunity to suggest that some, if not the ma- 
jority, of these special dispatches are written 
to order right here under the eaves of the 


‘Stock Exchange. It certainly is rather 


odd that the real owners of stocks 
and New York directors of Western railroads 
are unable to get anything like the wealth of 
detail about these flood disasters which are so 
accessible to the speculators on the bear side, 
gentlemen who have no relation whatever to 
the railroads. 

So far as Wall street 1s concerned the most 
conspicuous effect of the floods up to date is 
a marked extension in the short interest in 
most of the active stocks. Chicago is in the 
stock market again, and for the first time 
since last February is actively speculating. 
The declines of _ this week are 
more parenly attributable to Chieago 
trading, and to what is almost as influenti 
Chicago bear dispatches. One stock exchange 
house with Chicago connections is known to 
have sold over 100,000 shares of granger 
stocks within the last week, and the account 
shows tonight a big profit, There are indica- 
trons that some of Chicago traders have 
been inclined to cover shorts within the last 
day or two, but the account on that side of 
the market is still extremely large for the 
Chicago interests. " ; 

People close to Ed Pardridge are said to 
have been selling St. Paul and Burlington, 
Rock Island and Union Pac‘fic on a theory 
wholly apart from flood disaster. In fact 
they sneer at the reports of damage to the 
crops. They insist indeed that this year’s 
crops will be bigger than ever. Their point 
is that the harvests of the year will 
be 680 Fares that Western roads will 
not be able to get any rates for carrying the 
crops, Atleast half a dozen Wall street in- 
terests have dispatched representatives to toe

were at all times supplied. These cases we 
find every day and they simply indicate the 
loss of a certain amount of money to the 
owners. 

We are brought face to face with another 
danger, by reason of the present system of 
water supply, and one that will continually in- 
crease rather than diminish, It is the con- 
taminatoon of lake water by reason of sewage 
and the proximity of the intakes to the shore. 
Had those who planned the present system 
had a glimpse of Chicago as it is today, great 
and growing with marvelous rapidity, there is 
no doubt that the system would have been 
laid out to meet every demand that is now in 
existence or will be felt for some time to 
come. But that was impossible. They did 
what any sane men would have done fora 
city such as Chicago was at time. 
But this, done honestly and with as much 
foresight az it was possible for men to 
at that time, does not alter the fact that it 
does not now free the water from sewage and 
shore contamination. Every now and then 
we hear the cry of “impure water” from the 
press and people of Chicago. Last winter we 
had cases of typhoid-fever to an alarming ex- 
tent, the cause of which wads Iaid to the im- 
pure water we drank. We are just now 
emerging from a scare of the dangers of im- 
pure water caused by the high water in the 
river floating out into the lake to the crib. 
Each rainy season and at every wind from off 
shore toward the crib we the same cry of 
impure water. The worst of it is it does not 
end with simply a ery. We have impure water 
and diseases caused by the use of the same.

No one doubts the 
neeessity of pure water, and no one believes 
that we at all times receive water as pure as it 
should be, or will receive it at any time in the 
future if the source of supply remains where 
it is. A board of experts decided not iong 
ago, after making a careful examination of 

water supplies East, that the fact 
water has any sewage in it 
enough to condemn it,

miles out in the lake? There is no city on 
earth blessed with a better water supply than 
Chicago, provided we keep the pollutions of 
the sity out of it.

Facts Brought Out by the North western 
University Annual Catalogue, 
The appearance this week of the catalogue 


of Northwestern, University for the current 


academic year affords a means.for judging 
the work and development of that institution. 
The catalogue of 1889-’90, the last that ap- 
peared before the death of Dr. Joseph 
Cummings, represents eight departments, 
including the preparatory school, and _ the 
Schools of Art, Saw. and Oratory. These 


eight, however, were loosely bound together 


some of them having independent boards o 
trustees and maintaining a simply nominal 
relation to the udiversity. The faculty list 
for the eight departments included 108 names, 
of which ninety-two belonged to the degree- 
conferring schools. The number of students 
in al} departments was 1,692, of whom only 
8386 were pursuing courses leadmg to a bac- 
calaureate or a professional degree. 

The catalogue for 1891-’92 is representative 
of purely collegiate or professional work alone, 
as Sone in the college of liberal arts, the two 
schools of medicine, the schools of theology, 
and the schools of law, pharmacy, and den- 
tistry, the schools of mysic and ora- 
tory, and the schools. In 
the seven departments 
faculty of ninety-seven professors, 
assisted by thirty-five lecturers and eighty- 
two instructors, constitutes the regularly em- 
ployed teaching force today.

ZIMMERMAN’S NEW RECORD. 


It Displaced Thorne’s 33 Seconds Made 
Last July Against Barrett. 

Zimmerman has justified the great faith which 
was reposed in him and completely silenced his 
critics by establishing anew world’s record for 
the quarter mile. Heretofore the record had 
stood at 33 seconds flat, and was possessed by 
William C. Thorne of this city, who won the dis- 
tinction of having been the first Chicagoan to 
make a world’s record of any sort. After the July 
. division meet in Rockford last year he and George 
Barrett had a trial against time, and Thorne just 
got his wheel in front of Barrett as they shot over 
the tape. it took six months to make the League 
of American Wheelmen Racing Board allow the 
record, but eventually it was acknowledged all over 
the world except in En land, where it was fool- 
ishly believed that Bradbury's record of 33 4-5 sec- 
onds was the best time ever made. The Britons 
have always doubted records made in this coun- 
try, but they are getti p enough of their 
genuineness now, Windle outranks their Osmond 
with a mile in 2:15 and Zimmerman is one second 
and a fifth faster than their pet.quarter-mile man.

Having failed in their “test of strength” 
with the newspaper publishers the striking 
Gerinan compositors are reported to be re- 
sorting to the “ boycott.”. They call, it is said, 
on ali Jabor unions 1n Chicago ana on ail 
business-men to assist them.

dressed by the publishers'to Typographia No, 
9, April 18, contained in substance the follow-

and nine-tenths of the cempositors of Chica- 
go.. The difference between the “ running”’ 
of German and Englishtype was to be equal- 
ized by an addition of two cents per 1,000 ens 
to the English scale of wages and by giving 
the *‘ fat” of all advertisements to the Ger- 
man compositors. The publishers declared 
themselves willing to .enomit to arbitration. 
Typographia No. 9 refused ‘to arbitrate and 
struck at once. The publishers were not to 
have the right to make any propositions at 
all. Unconditional surrender was the request 
of Typographia No. 9, 

The publishers of the German papers af- 
fected by the strike are willing, they say, to 
submit their case to an impartial investiga- 
tion. If it can be proven that they gave their 
compositors provocation to strike they de- 
claré their willingness to bear all the conse- 
quences. 

The President of the printers’ union said 
last night that the thirty men employed in 
Amerson & Schnolel’s shop at West 
Madison street and Western avenue 
would not go to work tomorrow morning. 
These as weil as the‘seven nen who quit vork 
last Wednesday in Davis & Flynn's shop at 
Forty-seventh and State streeta demand the 
union scale of wages. This is 8244 cents an 
hour and eight hours’ work. The men seem 
confident of gaining their point. One hun- 
dred and fifty of the best shops in the city, 
they say, have so far granted the union’s de- 
mands. 

A committee of the strikmg employés of 
Selz, Schwab & Co.’s shoe factory is to wait 
on the firm tomorrow to effect a settlement. 
The strike has lasted more than eleven weeks, 
and it is probable that the differences will be 
settled and the men and women will return to 
work within a few days, 

The fifteen beer-barrel coopers who struck 
last week in Mrs. Margaret Buggee’s shop at 
Twenty-eighth and Union streets are still out. 
Mrs. Buggee granted themn the wages demand- 
ed by the union, bat the men refused to work 
under the supervision of the foreman, who, 
they say, is a man of immoral character. 

The German bakers met at Greif’s Hal], at 
No, 54 Lake street, last night. They will 
mnake a demand on the bosses to adopt the 
union label, and, unless this is granted, the 
men say they will strike June 4. This would 
involve 1,600 men, who are: members of the 
various nationalities of bakers’ unions in this 


city. |

the Society for the Prevention of Smoke is 
only a mild-mannered organization, with

; at the results of the prosecutions 
recently lodged by the society. Of thirty- 
four cases brought against various down- 
towr. owners of buildings, twenty-eight have 
been continued under guarantees of abate- 
ment of the smoke nuisance. The proper 
summons was not served on one other 
offender, but five cases were brought to trial 
before Justice Glennon. te 

These five offenders were fined, four receiv- 
the extreme penaity. The Breevoort Hotel 
company, the Chicago Music company, the 
United Shirt and Collar company, and T. J. 
Dooley were each fined $60 and costs. The 
Board of Trade was fined $25 and costs. The 
Board of Trade made quite an active 
defense and establishea the fact that’ an 
honest effort had been made to suppress 
smoke, In consideration of this the lighter 
fine was imposed. 

The vigorous action of the society has had a 
salutary effect on some of the more prom- 
inent offenders,*but while these are beimg dis- 
posed of new offenders and offenders in new 
degrees are constantly springing up.

A FRENCHMAN’S VIEW OF US, 


M. Paul Deschanel’s Impressions of a Re- 
cent Visit to the United Staten, 

M, Paul Deschanel, who was recently sent 
here by the French Government to study the 
labor question, has returned to Paris, where 
he has just been interviewed by a representa. 
tive of the Gaulois. Here is what the Deputy 
from Eure-et-Loir said to the reporter: 

“I desired especially to study thoroughly 
the relations between capital and labor and I 
was fortunate at the start in getting acauainted 
with the political world in Washington. I 
must suy that I saw three thi that n- 
ished me. The\first was the in widual euhegy 
and the free initiative of the citizen toward 
government. Everything is done in that coun- 
try without the intervention of the authorities, 
The workmen repel every such éncroach- 
— on the part o authorities 

would stamp out a plague, 

poe the legislators themselves have no infiu- 
ence upon the workmen. In a word, State 
socialism is entirely unknown, or, at least, 
banished from the cvuntry. "Ghd ndeond note- 
worthy point isthe genius of simplification 
are alike by workmen and m«nufactur- 
‘hey reduce labor to its minimu:n,' and 
invent and use tools which push forward the 
work with astonishing rapidity; and at the 
same time render it much cheaper than that of 
European countries. Both employers and em-

If fourfold space exists it. is evident it must 
coutain an infinite variety of threefold spaces, of 
which we know only one. It must also be every- 
where possible for a fourfold being to step out of 
our space at any time and reéuter it at any other 
point, for his relation *o our space is nearly the 
same as our rélation to a plane. If ghosts are 
fourfold beings the erratic nature of their move 
ment@may become more comprehensible in the 
course of time. An ordinary knot could in four- 
foid apace be readily natied by carrying one loop 
out of our space and bringing it back in a differ- 
ent place. In fact a knot in our space would be 
simply a loop or coil in fourfold space. A flexible 
closed shell could be turned inside out as readily 
as a thin hoop can with us, and many other ap- 
parent possibilities become mere child’s play. 

This is * intensely interesting” if for noth- 
mg more than the inkling it gives of the will- 
ingness of some minds to expose themselves 
to the eharge of scientific heresy in their 
reachings out after something new. If the 
idea of a fourfold space be held permissible 
we can no longer refuse to admit a theoretical 
duplication of the cube, which has long since 
been classed with perpetual motion and‘ the 
squaring of the circle as rank absurdities in 
thought that can never be practically at- 
tained. : 

THE PRESIDENTIAL TERM OF OFFICE. 

The Committee ou Civil Service has report- 
ed to the Senate with a favorable recom mend- 
ation a joint resolution proposing so to amend 
the Constitution as to make the term of office 
of President and Vice-President six years in- 
stead of four, the former to be ineligible for 
immediate reélection. The change is to take 
effect March 4, 1897, which will be the com- 
mencement of the term of the President who 
will be chosen four years from next fall. Itis 
not stated in the dispatches whether a Vice- 
President who succeeds to the Presidency by 
the death of the incumbent of the office is 
covered by the provision regarding ineligibil- 
ity. The amendment would lose some of its 
efficacy if it permitted a Vice-President who 
had filled the office of President for four or 
five years to be elected President for the six 
years following. : 

It is stated that this proposed amendmen: 
will have many strong friends in both Houses. 
It is desirable that it should be submitted to 
the States so thas they may express themselves 

pon the subject. It is the belief of Tue 
Trreunsz that they will ratify the amendment 
if they are given an opportunity to do ao. 
This paper has always favored this change in 
the Constitution in the interests of the coun- 
try and of the incumbents of the Presidential 
chair. Four yearais'too short a term. No 
matter how well equipped a man may be 
when he enters the White House he still has 
much to learn and much to do before he can 
settle down to the thorough and satisfactory 
discharge of his duties, Give him six years, 
tne term of office of a Senator, and he will be 
able to do good service for the country. 

The term is too short at present. With 
hardly an exception every man who has filled 
the office has felt before he was very long in 
the White House that four was not enough, 
and has begun looking forward to a reélec- 
tion. The efficiency of many a President has 
been lessened during the last year or so of his 
first term by the fact that he was thinking 
more of his renomination than of the public 
interests. When a man knows that he can- 
not be pedlected at least until six full years 
have passed by there will be nothing to 
take his mind away from his duties.

STREET CLEANING BY SPECIAL ASSESS- 
MENT. 

There is before the Council an ordinance 
providing for the cleanmg and sprinkling 
of the streets in some of the North Side 
wards by special assessment. The cost will 


‘ be $6.50 for a twenty-five foot lot, and in re- 


turn the street will be cleaned three times a 
week and sprinkled three times aday. If the 
ordinance is not passed, then that section of 
the city to which it is to apply will be 
cleaned up once ot twice a month and what 
sprinkling is done will be pai for by the vol- 
untary contributions of those who are anxious 
to have the dust laid. Probably the total 
amount of the proposed assessment would not 
exceed the sum ordinarily paid to the street- 
sprinkling concerns in the wards covered by 
the ordinance, 

Some of the owners of the rented houses and 
stores object to the assessments as being a 
eharge upon their property with no corre- 
sponding benefit. So far as this year is con- 
cerned that is doubtless true, for rents are al- 
ready fixed. But if the system should be tried 
this year and prove a success, then unques- 
tionably it will be continued, and in that case 
the owner of rented property will get his re- 
turn in the shape of higher rent, Other things 
being equal; a store fronting on u street which 
is cleaned three times a week and sprinkled 
three times a day will rent easily for a sum 
far above six and a half dollars a year more 
than one fronting on a street cleaned: once a 
month and where whatever sprinkling is done 
is paid for by the tenant.. Those who will 
grumble the loudest will be the owners of un- 
improved property, but the result will be that 
they will build a little sooser, ' 4 

A question has been raised as to the legality 
of ordinances for street-cleaning by special 
assessment. They have been held vaiid in 
other States, such as Missouri, but the point 
never has been directly passed on by the 
Supreme Court of Illinois. The raving of a 
street, the building of a sewer, the erection of 
alamp post, confers a direct, appreciable, 
pernranent monetary benefit upon property. 
Land on the sewered or paved street sells for 
more than that on the unpaved and unsewered 
one did, and that is the jystification of the 
special assessment system of making iin- 
provements. When complaint is made that 
nearly nine million dollars was raised in Chi- 
cago by special assessment last year the 
answer is that the value of the property that 
paid that sum was increased much more than 
nine millions. The owners reaped much more 
than they sowed. 

Bat the cleaning or sprinkling of the streets, 
especially during a single seksop, does nut 
produce the same immediate appreciation in 
values that the biiiliiing of a ‘sewer does. 
So ifthe Supreme Court should choose to 
tuke a narrow-minded view of the case it 
might bold that no such assessments could be 
made under the Iilinois law. But the gen- 
eral opinion of lawyers is that there is not. one 
chance in 4 thousand that it would set aside 
such an ordinanee. Therefore the Council 
act ander’ it with a feeling of perfect con- 
fidence. , 

The Aldermen from the North Side“wards 
which are affected ought to vote for the ordi- 
nance, because the majority of their con- 
stituents want it to pass. Aldermen from 
other parts of the city ought to v: te for it, be- 
cause it does not affect the people whom they 
represent one way.or the cther. If it is passed 
and works well then the syetem will be ap- 


plied in other wards next season ‘and there 


will be a fair prospect of the city being rea- 
sonably clean durmg the World’s Fair year. 


OZONE AND BACTERIAL DISEASE. 

The subject of ozone treatment for diseases 
caused by bacteria is such an important one 
that Tax Trisunsz has presented in several pre- 
vious articles a number of facts and expert 
expressions of opinion in regard to it. An 
interesting contribution to the hitherto scant 
literature of the topic will be foundin an- 
other column. It is the. report ofa lecture 
delivered a few days ago by Prof. W. J. Mor- 
ton at the New York Post-Graduate Medical 
School. It describes the mudes of ovtaining 
ozone by electrical action, and some of the 
properties of that agent, which 1t describes as an 
allotropic form of oxygen, consisting of two 
atoms joined in unstable combination 
with a third. The dioxide of hydro. 
gen, of which ozone forms a _ part, 
has the marvelous property of holding the 
extra atom. of oxygen in such loose combina- 
tion that any little elevation of temperature, 
or agitation, or contact with organic sub- 
stances will cayse it to give up the extra 
atom. Much is heard of the application of 
this dioxide to the diphtheritic membrane, or 
to the surfaces of indolent ulcers, and it is 
considered to be a peculiarly efficacious 
remedy in these conditions, but it is not found 
in the market in a-pure state, that being too 
unstable for use. Nor is it true that the 
dioxide kills off the bagteria in a wound, 
though it does cleanse it of the pus caused by 
the microbes. Hence it is not a cure for 
bacterial disease, Neither does the doctor 
think it philosophical to expect that cures will 
follow the introduction of the dioxide into the 
alimentary canal. He said to the rep>rter: 


Just now the market is full of oxygen. com- 
pound wxygen, and ozonized nostrums, named 
and managed to ticle the public fancy, but with 
scarcely a eruin of scientific ground to stand 
upon. The simpie fact is that ozone is a gaseous 
oxidizer and as such is susceptible of being in- 
troduced into the human lungs, In this respect 
it is peculiar. Oxygen is nota locally oxidizing 
agent like ozone, which ects locally and thus may 
also act as agermicide, and it is possible to con- 
ceive of an oxygen inhalation which provides just 
enough oxygen to promote the highest growth 
and activity of the micro-organisms. This is why 
you must bes very careful in these administra- 
tions, Oxygen ia.a two-edgsd sword, Granting 
that it promotes the health of the patient's tissues 
it also promotes the health of the germs. It is 
not likely that ozone can do the same. 


Perfectly pure ozone is intensely suffocat- 
ing. If inhaled in too: concentrated form it 
causes a persistent bronchial irritation, a tick- 
ling sensation in the chest, and a short cough 
that laste for hours. If too much ozone be 
inhaled it causes spitting of blood, vertigo, 
headache, and other severe symptoms, all this 
bing in marced contrast to the effects of in- 
haling ordinary oxygen, Instead of making 
the blood more arterial, ozone causes it to 
assume a venous character, possibly by 
interfermg with the excretion of carbonic , 
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osonized albumen the cvagulability of the lat- 
ter is restored. But if the alkaloids are added 
to the albumen before it 1s treated with ozone 
the latter does not prevent coagulation. It is 
well known today that thé microbes 


to these alkaloids are due the fatal 
characteristics of the attack. Possi- 
bly these chemical facts will be found 
er the key to the philosophy of the proc- 
of curing microbic disease by the appli- 
cation of ozone, but the relations of this agent 
to the oxidation of protoplasm require further 
observation, though enough has been accom- 
plished to show that none of the objections 
urged against its use are of importance. Dr, 
Morton cited only three caves in which he had 
employed it, one of them a cure and the other 
two benefited. His other cases he did not 
see fitto report, and stated with regard to 
those threé that the treatment is not yet 4 
classical procedure, the subject requiring 
much further elaboration and more clinical 
data. He-says he desires the trial of ozone on 
a large ecale, and evidently expects that in such 
case the end attained would justify the exertion 
in opening the way to an important decrease 
in the total of human suffering and a lessening 
ot the bills of mortality. Surely there is in 
this encouragement tosome of our leading 
| physicians who have made a special study of 
throat and lung diseases to look into the 
merits of the new mode of treatment, and not 
rest satisfied till they have proved for them+ 
selves what it is worth. It would bea grand 
thing for humanity if they could settle the 
question stated by the doctor, whether it is 
the statical electricity or the ozone that has 
thé most influence in securing the results al- 
ready attained in his practice, and say how 
much the efficacy of the ozone treatment is 
increased by the recent discovery of a method 
for a atable combination of fluids with a com- 
paratively large percentage of ozone. 


WORLD'S FAIR RECEIPTS AND EXPENSES, 

Tux Trisusz printed yesterday the sub- 
stance of the report of the Dockery Commit- 
tee on the World’s Fair, including its own es- 
timate and that of others as tothe probable 
income of the Exposition. The committee 
placed it at twenty-nine millions, Mr. Higin- 
botham at thirty-five millions, and Mr. Ly- 
man J. Gage at twenty-two and three-quarters, 
‘Lhese figures will be better understood 1f they 
are stated a little differently, because they in- 
clude stock subscriptions and Chicago bonds, 
as well as gate money, receipts from sale of 
privileges, and salvage. : 

According to the estimates of the commit- 
tee the total expenses of the Fair for manage- 
ment, buildings, etc., will be $19,300,000. The 
total receipts from gate money, concessions, 
etc.,.are put at $18,720,000, or $600,000 less 
than the expenses. Were this to be tne case 
the stockholders and the City of Chicago, put- 
tihg ten anda half millions into the enter- 
prise, would get back all but about 6 per cent, 

Mr. Higinbotham’s estimate is that the ex- 
penses would be $22,400,000 and the receipts 
$24,360,000, or $1,880,000 more than the ex- 
penses, in which case the stockholders would 
get back what they invested and be able to de- 
clare a17-per cent dividend. Mr, Gage is 
more conservative. He places the expendi- 
tures at $20,000,000 and the receipts at $14,- 
500,000, or five and a half millions less than 


would get back rather less than half what they 


| pat in. 


Mr. Hivginbotham' is too rose-colored. He 
has allowed nothing for such casualties as a 
season of bad weather, but aseumes that on 
the average $90,000 wil) be taken in every day 
between May 1 and Oct. 12. It would be as- 
tonishing if that were to happen. Mr. Gage 
has marked his figures down to a point below 
which the receipts will not be likely to fall, no 
matter what happens, while the committee 
has cut down expenses too much and has been 
rather sanguine in its calculation of the re- 
ceipts. 

The committee also figures on the amouut 
of money which the directors will have to ex- 
pend by the ist of May, 1893. President 
Baker puts it at $16,950,000, and puts the 
shortage at $6,200,000. The committee cuts 
down the expenditures to fifteen millions and 
a half, leaving the deficiency in revenues 
$4,780,000. Some of the cuts recommended 
by the committee may be ali right, but others 
are not, ° Still, according tots own showing, 
the directors will need nearly five million 
dollars in order to open the Fair on the Ist of 
May, and they would have dispensed gladly 
with some of the flattering things whieh the 
committee has to say about the Exposition if it 
had recotnmended that the government ad- 
vance that five millions in the shape of souve- 
nir half-dollars, for instance, so that the suc- 
cess of the great undertaking would be as- 
sured. 

These startling differences in the estimates 
of the receipts explain the difficulty of bor- 
rowing a sum like five millions from bankers 
on the strength of such peculiar security. 
Henee the necessity for assistance on the part 
of the government. The report of the Dock- 
ery committee, incorrect as it is in some re- 
spects, ought to force on Congress the pro- 
priety of passing the bill now before the 
World’s Fair committee. If that is done the 
directors will not have the Jeast difficulty in 
borrowing one or two. millions from capital. 
ists, in case that additional amount should 
turn out to be needed. 


A SIMPLE COURSE OF STUDY. 

An effort is to be made by.the Board of Ed- 
ucation to simplify and popularize the vourse 
of study for the primary sch ols, and a com- 
mittee of three, of which Mrs, Flower is Chair- 
man, has been appointed for that purpose. 
That. there is need for some such proceeding 
most intelligent people who are at all ac- 
quainted with the working of the public school 
system will admit. The primary school course 
is absutdly complicated. It was framed as a 
dependent part of a complete course, of which 
the high school curriculuin was to’be the most 
important, It seems, indeed, to have been 


| devised specially to lead pupils to the high 


school rather than to give children a rudi- 
mentary -common school education, as the 
law and the Constitution of the State con- 
template, That it has failed in its purpose is 
acknowledged. Itdoes not lead to the high 
school. Three-fourths of those who enter our 
public schools leave before they reach the so- 
called grammar grades— that is to say, before 
they begin the course of study appointed for 
the fifth school year. They leave school with- 
out having acquired thas knowledge which the 
schools were established to impart, and which 
could have been acquired in the time spent in

A BOGUS LETTER FROM GEN. GRANT. 

Tux Tarpon printed yesterday an alleged 
letter from Gen. Grant to Roseve Conkling 
which appeared in the Cincidnati Times-Star. 
The letter in question, which was dated New 
York, May 2, is to the effect that the writer 
did not think it prudent for him to be a can- 
didate for a third term, and that Biaine and 
Conkling ought to make up their differences 


so that one could get the romination in 1880 


and the other four years later. One of the 
sentences is: “I seriously doubt whether any 
man can ever be elected again for a second 
term, unless perchance there should arise 
some extraordinary emergency which now 
appears improbable even in the dim future.” 

The letter is clearly a forgery. (On the 2d 
of May Gen, Grant was not in New York but 
in this city on his way to Springfield, Nesther 
the sentiments nor the language of this docu- 
ment are those of Gen. Grant. The forger has 
failed utterly to imitate his style. Nor is 
there any explanation as to the way in which 
this letter, which if genuine went to Senator 


» Conkling, found its way out into Ubio, 


There was one letter written during the 
month of May, 1880, by Gen. Grant, which 
never has been printed. It was addressed by 
him to Senator Cameron, who was then the 
Chairman of the National Hepubhcan com- 
tnittee, It was substantially to the effect that 
if his friends did not think it wise to press the 
effort to nominate him they had his authority 
to withdraw his name. Even this mild epistle 
was exceedingly displeasing to Senator Conk- 
ling, who was just then fighting beart and soul 
for Grant. Had he received the spurious one 
it would have thrown him into convulsions. 

In 1879 Grant had made up his mind that 
he never would rum for a third term, but he 
gradually yielded to the importunsities of his 
friends and the pressure of his family, and by 
the 2d of May, 1880, a month before the con- 
vention wet, he had reached a point where he 
really wanted the nomination. 

The animus of this bogus letter is found in 
the sentence in reference to a second term. 
Though printed in a Harrison paper, it is lev- 
eled at Harrison, The «ole object is to show 
that Gen. Grant was opposed to a second term 
and that therefore Presideut Harrison should 
not have one, The clumsy forgery will have 
no influence whatever. 


COMETS, ANCIENT AND MODERN, 

The comet now visible in our morning skies 
(when they are clear) is 4n exceedingly inter- 
esting one, from the fact that it beats the 
caudal record in. having eight tails, the most 
multiplex of ‘those previously seen having 
only six. But the stranger is not otherwise 
an imposing object, and the same may be said 
of nearly all that have appeared to the pres- 
ent generation. True, the one of nine years 
ago hung in the heavens during each of a few 
nights as a monster sword, but it was not 
seen by many people, being visible only at 
the time when the great majority of folks are 
most soundly wrapped in slumber. The 
comet of 1881, which first appeared 
a week before’ the assassina‘ion of 
President Garfield, was “only a little 
one.” The same is true of the princi- 
pal visitor in 1874, and even the one of 
1857, though described in some of the text 
books as a monster, is remembered by those 
“laymen” who saw it as big only in a com- 
parative sense. We have an average of three 
or four comets a year, most of which cannot 
be seen except through the eye of the tele. 
scope, and it 1s hard for people today to ap- 
preciate the possibility of the immense fiery 
epparitions in the heavens reported by the 
men of ancient times. After making every 
allowance for exaggeration it is difficult to 
comprehend bow our predecessors could have 
been so badly frightened as to render it neces- 
sary for a Pope to issue a bull against a comet, 
and scare hundreds and thousands of honest 
folks into the belief that the end of all things 
was at haud. 

A partial explanation of this is furnished by 
the results of latest investigations into the nat 
ure and behavior of comets. We may not be 
able to tell exactly what a comet is made of, 
but it is pretty well @scertained that the 
“head” is the essential part of it, the cail 


being exhibited only in that part of the orbit. 


which is near the sun, The tail is an emana. 
tion from the. head, forced out of it, so to 
speak, by the intense heating force of the sun 
when near perihelion, and a most important 
fact is that when once forced out the tail never 
returns to its parent head. It is not folded 
up like the wings of a bird that is resting from 
flight, but left beliind inspace. Furthermore, 
the tail seeins to be cuntiouously thrown off 
all the while it.is visible, so thatthe tail seen 
at any given moment is not composed of the 
same matter that was seen asa tail a few hours 


| or days previously. Each successively thrown- 


off portion of material soon ceases to be visi- 


ble, as the electric or luminous excitement |. 


that enables us to see its widely-sundered par- 
ticles dies out amid the cold of space. 

In the course of a few days or weeks the 
comet swings through 180 degrees of ite orbit 
-—~that nearest the sun—and then occupies 
years, perhaps centuries, m completing the 
circuit. The supposition is that some of them 
never return after having been once in the 
neighborhood of the sun, but we cannot be 
sure of this. Itis probable that an exactly 
parabolic path has pever yet been described 
by one.of them, and there are reasons for 
thinking the hyberbolic path is equally rare, 
though occasionally a comet has been thought 
to m ve in the curve of a hyperbola, in which 
case it could not come twice within our sys- 
tem except as a result of the orbit being 
changed by perturbation. But Or no, 
it is certain that all the’ comets great 
quantities of matter while near the sun, and 
that all those of short period are small ones, 
justifying the idea that they may have become 
so by oft repeated losses of material in their 
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ruddy glare, and we can cease to wonder 
the terror these objects are related to bave i- 
spired among whole peoples in many different. 
lands. Perhaps in some other respects 
should think less meanly of ancient opinions 
if better acquainted with the facts as preseat- 
ed to the men who entertained them. aan

THE RELAY BIDE, 


The courageous bicyclists who have upder- 


taken to carry Gen. Miles’ dispatch to Gea. 
Howard, a distance of over one thousand 
miles in ninety-six hours, not without good 
reason have attracted the attention of the 
whole country. Asa purely physical feat it 
is a remarkable one. The plucky and enthu- 
siastic young athletes have been engaged 
since last Wednesday noon in putting forth 
the maximum of effort to traverse roads 
which have been rendered well-nigh impassa- 
ble to foot passengers and horses by the ex- 
ceptionally heavy rains and overflows of riv- 
ers and creeks. Many of these rosds were. 
bad and rough enough at their best, but their 
ordinary inequalities and roughness heve 
been intensified by pools of water, quag- 
mires, and a beavy coating of sticky mud, 
through which, often with the accompani- 
ment of drenching storms, overflowed cul- 
verts, and the débris of floods, they have 
striven sot only by day but in the 
darkness of night, 
than one occasion the bold riders 
have lost their way and with it their time, 
which was of still) more consequence, It is 
not likely they could have’ selected a time 
more unpropitious or conditions ef roads and 
weather that could have interposed more seri- 
ous obstacles.’ What they have accomplished, 
therefore, speaks well for their pluck and en- 
durance, and it is also valuable testimony to 
the resources.of the bicycle as a method. of 
personal rapid transit under difficulties which 
would be well-nigh insurmountable on foot or 
by the ordinary horse and wagon method of 
traveling. os 

rhe primary object of this interesting ex- 
periment was to test the value of the bicycle 
as a method of military transportauon where 
railroads cannot easily be utilized, and its 
availability for the performance of conduct- 
ing regular courier service in place of cavalry. 
So long as the rider is on terra firma, : though 
on this ride terra was &nything but firnia, the 
relay experiment is unquestionably a prac- 
tical success. The one objection that 
bas been made by the cavalry people is 
that a bicycle can’t swim the rivers that might 
intervene, but, as one of our contemporaries 
suggests, the rider can swim, the machine can 
be buoyed, and a wetting does not burt the 
bicycle, It already has been brought into use 
in the English, French, and German armies 
for courier purposes on roads or yn localities 
where it is inconvenient to use horses. Gen,

GLACIAL AGE IN ENGLAND. 

Thin sheets of water-washed gravel, con- 
taining shells belonging to subarctic apecies, 
have been found at elevations of more than 
1,100 feet near Mount Snowdon in Wales, and 
a little south of Manchester, England, and ex- 
tensive glacial deposits occur in thuse vicini- 
ties at ali elevations up to 2,000 feet above the 
sea level, It is unquestioned that these shell 
beds were water deposits, and that the shelis 
originally flourished in salt water. Hence it 
was argued that at the tiwe of their deposi- 
tion the level of the ocean relatively to that ot 
the land was from 1,400 to 2,000 feet higher 
than now. Upon these and cognate facts was 
built up the theory of two glacial epochs in 
England, with an interglacial period during 
which the central and northern parts of the 
British Isles were submerged to »@ depth of 
2,000 feet and more.

is interesting to consider the fact that these 
saber-too tigers (like the cave bears, 
which were twice as heavy as grizzlies and 
probably quite as ferocious) were contempo- 
rary with human beings on the earth, and the 
latter were obli to fight them. Their 
bones are found in considerable numbers in 
the caves of Southern France, which were 
the residences of primeval men and women 
in the ancient stone age, 00,000 years 
and more ago. People in those times 
rust have regarded all other creatures as be- 
ing roughly divided into two classes—those 
which they could eat and those which could 
eat them. The saber-toothed tiger belonged 
to both classes, the issue of the conflict in 
each case determining which should gobble 
the other. With none but the most primitive 
weapons a mean must have had but a poor 
chance in conflict with such a terrible beast, 
but probably he depended for overcoming it 
upon stratagem, being acquainted with some 
srt of traps and snares. The varvings on 
bone left behind by these ancient folk fre- 
quently represent the chase of the mammoth, 
showing that they did not hesitate to tackle 
even so enormous a creature. 

“During the period when the wonderful 
cats were so plentiful in North America there 
were numerous dogs and dog-like beasts also, 
all-of which have since become extinct. The 
biggest species was as large as @ good-sized 
bear. In that part of the country which is 
now called Col rado and Dakota there were 
several kinds of dog-like animals about the 
size of foxes, which were nocturnal in their 
habits, having very large eyes with which to 
see in the nighttime. They had great ears 
also and short, sharp noses, All these things 
can be told from their skulis, There was a 
large species of true dog in Nebraska, but 
comparatively little is known about it, be- 
cause only very incomplete remains have 
been discovered up to the present time. An- 
other true dog was the ‘#lurodon,’ which had 
soine of the charactéristics of the cat. It 
was abundant in Nebraska, had powerful 
erushing teeth, and is supposed to have 
been the ancestor of the hyenas of today. 
Probably’ it was a seavenger in its habits, 
devouring the bodies of the antelopes and 
small camels which then browsed numerous- 
ly on the plains and in the valleys of this 
country.”’

WANTS TO FORECLOSE THE MORTGAGE. 


Action Taken Against the United States 
Rolling-Stock Company. 

The Central Trust company of New York 
filed a bill in the United States Circuit Court 
Friday to foreclose the consolidated mort- 
gage against the United States Rolling-Stock 
company for $2,500,000, the bonds for which 
are held by the trust company. The suit is 
also directed against the White Lake Lumber 
company, A. F. Seeberger, and other creditors 
of the company, who hold receiver’s certifi- 
cates which are liens against the company’s 
property. 

The suit is a duplicate of an action brought 
in the New York courts several weeks ago, It 
recites that in 1883 the rolling-stock company, 
in order to retire $1,000,000 of debenture bonds 
and $250,000 of first niortgage real-estate 
bonds, issued first mortgage debenture bonds 
for $2,500,000. These debentures were secured 
by the property of the company. It was 
stipulated that if any default in the interest 
was made the principal would become paya- 
ble and foreclosure proceedings could be in- 
stituted. Default in payment of a large 
amount of interest was made in September, 
1891, the bill says, and in order to realize on 
the security the court is asked to enter an 
order for sale of all the company’s prop- 


erty. 

The certificate-holders will makea desperate 
fight in.apposition to the proposed sale, as the 
proceeds will not suffice to more than pay the 
mortgage indebtedness.

B. F. Harwood,- En passant, it is well to 
state that id employing the word *“‘flames”’ in 
dissertations on solar phenomena writers do 
not imply that they are analogous to the flames 
with which the inhabitante of earth are ac- 
quainted. 

In Mr. Flammarion’s contribution, which is 
a most beautiful portrayal of the sun’s lumi- 


niferous atmosphere, that savant justifies his 


employment of the word with the following 
concise remark : 

» « « “The variety, the diversity of chem- 
ical and ical phenomena expressed by 
this one word amply justify its general appli- 
cation to solar protuberancés.”’ 

It should be borne in mina that solar flames 
are simply masses of highly incandescent 
vapors (largely ferric, as shown by spectro- 
scopic analysis) lying, by virtue of their small 
. tic vity.in the outer or upper strata 
of the solar atmosphere (known in astronomi- 
cal nomenclature as the photosphere) and ever 
agitated by the ceaseléss play of the sub-ja- 
cent < elements ~ now rolled into 
oceans. of fiymg billows of flame, 
now ‘whirled in brilliant maelstroms 
in which worlds could be lost. At intervals 
the elements lying beneath in the hotter —, 
not only evaporated, but actually dissocia 
by the intense heat, are projected through the 
superincumbent vapors or gases into a region 
of comparatively low temperature and atmos- 
pherie pressure, and, rushi into combina- 
tion, produce, by the liberation of their lateut 
heat, the various forms of protuberances ob- 
served and described by those engaged in 
studying solar phenomena. But I shall not 
dwell at length upor this idea, as Prof. 
Young’s paper deals with it in a most explicit 
manner. : 

The more debatable points are the condi- 
tion of the surface of the sun’s body with re- 
gard to its bémg habitable, and the question 
of the electrical maintenance of the solar rad1- 
ation is viewed in the light of the nebular the- 
ory of creation—that sublime epic of nature. 

garding the first question, it seems to me 
that the opinions of Prof. Faraday and others 
that beneath his brilliant exterior resplend- 
ent orb may possess a surface diversified by 
continents and seas—forests ugh whose 
waving boughs soft breezes blow, and wide 
blue, seas, across whose foamy swells full 
many a dail mey tae a wideniwwg wave—are 
not tenable in face of facts established by 
recent spectroscopic and photographic 


search, 

And now for thé second question, yiz.: the 
electrical maintenance of the solar radiation? 
That hypothesis is not only wholly at variance 
with the nebular theory, but is rendered en- 
tirely A ge tad Marra unnecessary % the 
light of grandest of conceptions. hat 
other theory can account so perfectly for the 
planetary motions—the lengthening of the 
rioda of revolution with the increasing dis- 
tances from the great center, the common di- 
rection pursued by the planets in their orbits, 
and many other facts pertaining to the solar 
systein? Prof. Young states that the prime- 
val cloud or nebula from which our system 
was evolved originally filled all the space 
occupied by the solar system. 

That a temperature sufficiently high to 
effect the dissociation of any known sub- 
stances exists beneath the photospbere is gen- 
erally conceded by astronomers of the present 
time, and that theré could be a region between 
that and the solar body itself in. which the at- 
mosphere would be sufficiently cool to admit 
of the existence of organic life, would be an 
obvious infraction of the law of radiation of 
heat, especially when we consider that the 
sun’s atmospheric pressure is greater than our 
own in proportion as the bulk of that body 
exceeds of the earth. 

Moreover, glim are obtained during 
sun-spot peridds of the denser surface lyin 
beneath the restless flaming atmosphere, aaa 
it is also indeterminably hot. 

It must necessarily have been much larger, 
as the rotation of the mass with a velocity 
corresponding to that ef the remotest planet 
(Neptune, time of revolution 164 years) could 
have been produced rye by condensation 
through a riod of time.

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IT WAS A FEARFUL SUICIDE. 


A Man Driven Mad by Pain Roasts Uim- 
self to Death. 

San Frantisco Examiner, May 9: Charles 
Tamelin, a stevedore, roasted himseif to death 
last evening. The suicide was a fearful one. 
The man deliberately plunged into the furnace 
of the fireboat Gov. Irwin, resisted an attempt 
to drag him from the fire, and was dead when 
at last taken out. 

Previous to ending his life in so frightful a 
manner he twice attempted to throw himself 
under the wheels of fire engine No, 12, which 
was being drawn slowly up and down East 
street, near Market, but each time he was 
prevented. pa 

His charred body is now at the morgue. 

There can be no doubt but that the man was 
insane, He had been suffering for some time 
with an affection of the stomach which caused 
him intense_pain. 

He wandered along down East street to 
where tne tireppat lies, half a block below the 
ferry slips. 

He entered the boarded inclosure by the 
small side gate. 

P. O’Connor, engineer, was engaged in 
stowing away coal in the hold of the tug when 
Tamelin approached. 

**I am very cold,”’ he said; “ willyou let me 
go down into the fire-room for a moment o 
two so I can get warm?” 

“Go ahead down, but mind you must be- 
have yourselfand not ‘tnonkey’ around - the 
machinery,’’ responded ’Connor. 

The engineer said afterward that he seemed 
perfectly sober at that time. 

Tamelin, so soon as he had obtained the 
permission he desired, jun:ped on board the 
boat and started to gu into the fireroom. Half 
way down he lost his footing and fell with a 
crash to the gritty, difty bottom of the hold. 
The drop did not seem to hurt him, thvugh, 
for he arose immediately and took the lamp 
ition. Holding it down close to 
the floor he examined in detail the furnace 
doors. He opened each of them and peered 
into the fires. Then he looked hurriedly about, 
as though to find out whether any one was 


ooking. 

\’Connor, who was watching him through 
the fire-room hatch, shouted: “Now, put 
that lamp down where it belongs. If you 
= behave yourself you'll have to get out of 
there. 

Tamelin, without saying a word, placed the 

p in the rack and then carefully doffed his 
coat. He toward furn 
farthest from him and flungit o 
out hesitating a second he piun in through 
the dvorway, whih is only fourteen by 
eighteen inches in extent, barely large enough 
to admit a shovel of But the fires had 
been bamked up in front and the pile of coals

All this took place while O’Connor and Cur- 
rington, who had seen him dive through the 
furnace door, were hurrying down the ladder. 
As they hesitated an instant before making up 
their minds what to do, Tamelin raised him- 
self on his hands «ad knees, drew his feet 
completely into the furnace, and then placed 
himself crosswise su as to make it most diffi- 
cult to take him out. Then he turned over 
on his back and burned to death. 

The blue flames curled about him, but Tam- 
elin did not wince nor utter a groan. He lay 
still and gave no sign of suffering or regret 
over what he bad done. 

It was only a few seconds from the time the 
crazed man made his fearful plunge until 
O’Connor. and Currington arrived, but it 
seemed hours. They at once set to work to 
get him out, and in doing so used the long 
iron poker and the ash hoe, and were scorched 
by the heat and suffocated by the dense gases 
from the coal. 

Tamelin was conscious enough to know that 
they were trying to save his life. 

“Let medie! Let me die! Let me die!” 
ne screamed through his charred lips. Then 


Notwi ing all they could do the two 
‘men were fully five minutes in getting from 
the flames what had.a short time before been 
a living man. They laid the blackened re- 
mains oh the floor, where they were allowed 
to stay until the Deputy-Coroner arrived. 


THE GREAT VICTORIA FALLS. 


Among the Graaodest in the World, Though 
Hidden, 

New York Sun: Livingstone was the first 
to deseribe to us the great falis of the Upper 
Zambesi River, which he called the Victoria 
Falls. These falls are among the greatest in 
the world: ‘The most recent visitor to them 
is Mr. Decle, a French explorer who is now 
carrying out ethnological investigations in the 
Upper Zambesi region.

All the committeémen are y conver- 
sant with the ‘round-up duties, and from 
among them an exact description may be got 
of every mountain, valley, bench, divide, and 
stream in the vast range. . The com- 
mittee’s repoft to the convention - pro- 
vides for the operations, sev- 
-eral months, of forty to ‘fifty round-up 
parties, which, setting out at prescribed dates 
on various designated parts os the range, and 
connecting with one another at stated points, 
ransack every square mile of the grazing coun- 
try in search of geattle, The round-up arranged, 
for, the convention is over. Official super- 
vision of the round-up now passes imto the 
hands of the State Stock Commissioner. 

The rougd-up begins about the middle of 
June. In interitn between the April con- 
vention and the start of the round-up explicit 
instructions have been issued to the foreman 
of each party, circulars of advice sent to all 
cattle-raisers, and advertisements as to the 
round-up routes published in the range towns. 
Meantime, too, at every ranch a force is 
busy arranging for ite share in the 
common labor. Very likely, also, a blanket 
or two of snow has been blown out from the 
mountains over the uplands, and this been fol- 


lowed by aspell of cold, wet weather. The 
round-up season often begins with mud, wet 
grass, and freezing nights, to add to the other 
miseries of the tenderfoot then breaking in at 
eowboy life. 

The many round-up parties are numbered, 
and each has its own territory to look after. 
In one round-up party may be 150 men; in 
another not more than fifty. Each party has 
a foreman, with two or three assistants, in 
| charge of general work, a ranch foreman hav- 
ing control only when working in bis own 
herd with his own men. In a party of a hun- 
dred men perhaps eighty will be in the em- 
ploy of a dozen to twenty of the nearest ranch 


for cattle far from home, it being 
an ordinary thing to find estrays 200 miles or 
even more from where they were turned loose 
the year before. To every ten or twelve men 
in a party are a mess wagon and a cook.

The father of the Duc de Morny was an un- 
scrupulous and cold- looded adventurer—a 


chevalier d’industrie, in fact, with no sense of 


honor or shame—but who, at the same time, 
had all the fagcons of a grand seigneur. His 
son, the present Duke, is fully as unscrupo- 
lous as was his father, but possesses neither 
his father’s tact, his shrewdness, nor yet his 
grana air. He has been the hero of all kinds 
of discreditable intrigues and scandals. On 
ee ee oh has been hooted in 

the street, notably when he attended the 
funeral of the little Russian actress, Feyghine, 
whom he drove to suicide. He is not even 
noted es a duelist, as is Aurelien Scholl. His 


appearances on the so-called field of honor 


have ordinarily been in the capacity of a sec- 
ond rather than as principal. 
King of the Dudes, 
Up to the time of his marriage he was 
known as the King of Parisian dudedom—le 
Roi de la Gomme—and mostof the inane, 
effeminate, and ridiculous mannerisms of the 
Paris gommeaux originate with him.
